1. PAO ROTUNDO RECEIVED FOLLOWING ACCOUNT OF ECONOMIC 
ASSISTANCE OFFERED BY LIBYA TO TOGO AS REWARD FOR LATTER’S 
BREAKING DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WITH ISRAEL SHORTLY BEFORE 
OUTBREAK MIDDLE EAST WAR. OFFER MADE DURING EYADEMA'S VISIT 
TO TRIPOLI. OCTOBER 30-NOVEMBER 2, 1973 (REFTEL (A). 
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SOURCE WAS TOGOLESE WHO ACCOMPANIED EYADEMA ON TRIP. 
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2. EDUCATION: GOL WILL HELP TOGO'S STATE-OPERATED UNIVERSITY OF 
BENIN WITH CONSTRUCTION ADDITIONAL BUILDINGS ANY BY DONATION 
NEEDED LABORATROY AND MEDICAL EQUIPMENT. 

3. CEMENT: LIBYA WILL INVEST IN AND HELP FINANCE DEVELOPMENT OF 
TOGOLESE LIMESTONE DEPOSITS AND CONSTRUCTION OF CEMENT CLINKER 
PLANT, LATTER A PROIECT WHICH HAS BEEN ADVANCING THROUGH PLANNING 
AND FINANCING STAGES SINCE 1967. 

4. FINANCE: LIBYAN GOVERNMENT WILL OPEN BANK IN LOME EARLY 1974; 
BANK WILL MAKE LOANS AVAILABLE TO SMALL AND MEDIUM ENTERPRISES. 

5. PETROLEUM REFINERY: LIBYA WILL SUPPLY CRUDE OIL FOR TOGO'S

7 ON THE NEGATIVE SIDE, TOGOLESE WERE DISAPPOINTED THAT 
HOPED-FOR LARGE CASH GRANT WAS NEVER MENTIONED BY LIBYANS, BUT 
THEY REMAIN HOPEFUL THAT GRANT MAY BE FORTHCOMING SOME TIME 
IN FUTURE. 

8. COMMENT: (A) AS DEPARTMENT AWARE, AMERICAN FIRMS, PLANET 
OIL AND MINERAL CORP., HAS MANAGEMENT CONTRACT FOR OIL REFINERY 
OPERATION AND WAS INSTRUMENTAL IN ARRANGING CONTRACT WHEREBY 
SONATRACH, ALGERIAN STATE OIL COMPANY, IS TO SUPPLY TOGOLESE 
REFINERY WITH CRUDE OIL. EMBASSY HAS BEEN UNABLE REACH 
EXPATRIATE ENGINEER WHO IS PLANET'S LIASON, BUT WHO IS FREQUENTLY 
AWAY, TO FIND OUT IF LIBYANS HAVE, IN FACT, THROWN SPANNER IN 
THE WORKS OF ALGERIAN CONTRACT; IF TRUE, NOT VERY CONDUCIVE TO 
ARAB SOLIDARITY. 

(B) EMBASSY ATTEMPTING LEARN WHETHER LIBYANS OFFERED TO INVEST 
IN TOGOLESE PHOSPHATE INDUSTRY EXPANSION, WHICH WOULD BE
